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(57) Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To improve the working 
efficiency of wiring design by 
omitting a via hole by forming 
auxiliary patterns having a broader 
area than a crossing part on the 
corners of a plurality of conductor 
patterns. 



CONSTITUTION: On a copper 
plated laminate, an intermediate layer 
and a surface layer are formed and a 
hole as a via hole is opened, followed 
by panel plating. Next, a circuit 
pattern is patterned. When it is 
patterned, a resist pattern 6 
comprising an auxiliary resist pattern 
16 of a broader area than a crossing 
part 2 of a plurality of wiring patterns 
is formed. Then etching is done in 
order to remove unnecessary parts of 
a copper layer 7, after which a 
conductor pattern 9 is obtained. Thus, 
an auxiliary pattern 4 of broader area 
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than a crossing area of said conductor 
pattern 9 is formed on the copper 
layer 7 as a lower part of the resist 
pattern 16. Accordingly, there is no 
provability of wire disconnection 
even if an over-etching occurs. 
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
